President Cleveland's mama for 
fishing, which has led him away from 
the observation of Decoration Day, 
etc,, has at last become so powerful 
that be has gone to fishing on the 
Sabbath Day. The newspapers of 
Monday contained accounts of bit 
last Sunday’s fishing in Virginia. 

It is a very unequal contest when

Alexander Hamilton, the greaU 
est financier and statesman this coun- 
try ever produced, in speaking of 
the money question used these mem- 
orable words: 

"There is scarcely any point in the 
economy of National affairs of greater 
moment than the uniform preaerva- 
tion ol the intrinsic value of the mon- 
ey unit. On this the security 
and steady value of property esaen- 
tially depends." 

What was true in the infancy of 
the Republic is true to-day. 

The Hun. Henry R. Gibson, ol 
Tennessee, says in a recent issue of 
the American Economist regarding a 
Protective Tarifi: 

"A man is a traitor, who in time 
of war, favors the admission of for- 
eign forces that will crippleonr fight> 
ing men. What, then, sjiall we call 
the men, who in time of peace, favor 
the admission of foreign goods on 
such terras as will cripple our work- 
ingmen?

A Protective Tar- 
iff and a Republican Administration 
will bring prosperity to our people 
aud prosperity will solve the finan- 
cial problem. Our National welfare 
is wrapped up in a Protective Tariff 
as the oak is wrapped up in the 
acom,” 

In bis Bowling speech Secretary 
Carlisle made theee five points, which 
so far the Silveriles have failed to re- 
fute: 

First — There ia not a free coinage 
country in the world to-day that is 
not on a silver basis. 

Second — There ia not a gold stand- 
ard country in the world to-day that 
docs not use silver aa money along 
with gold. , 

Third — There ia not a silver stand- 
ard country in the world to-day that 
uses any gold as money along with 
silver. 

Fourth — There is not a silver stand- 
ard country iu the world to-day that 
has mote than one-third as much 
money in circulation per capita as 
the United States have; and 
Filth — There ia not a silver stand- 
ard country in the world to-day where 
the laboring man receives fair pay 
for his day’s work. 

The Free Silverplauk iu the State 
Democratic platform of 1891 is as 
fullowt; 

"Recognizing the fact that the 
United States is the greatest silver 
producing country in the world, and 
that both gold and silver were equal*, 
ly the money of the constitution from 
the beginning ol the Republic until 
the hostile aud fraudulent legislation 
of the Republican party against tree 
silver, which unduly contracted the 
circulatiug medium of the country, 
and leeling that the great interest of 
the people demand more money lor 
use in the chanuela of trade and com- 
merce, we tender our gratitude to the 
Democrats in the last Congress for 
their almost unanimous vote in both 
houses in favor of the free coinage of 
silver, and demand its restoratioi: to 
the p<Mition of equality before the 
law given it by our forelatbera.’’ 
Wbat will they say on the 25lb? 
Will the party stick to ibis duutrine 
and insure defeat or turn a soiner- 
salt and admit the correction! of Re- 
publican principlee? Surely there 
are tlie days when it tries mcu’tinuls 
to be a Democrat.

Nation- 
al bankruptcy and individual ruin, 
the misery and degradation of those 
who work lor hire arc lying in am- 
bush. We beseech Thee, protect tbe 
American people from tbe errora and 
wiles of those who would lure it from 
tbe path of honeity and safety. 

"Msy the delegates here assembled 
speak out in no UDCcrtsiu tones for 
national honesty. May they declare 
in clarion notes that there ihall he no 
falae weights and falae measures, no 
fraud and no bleach of faith in the 
laud ol Washiagton and Lincoln. 
May they give assurance to the whole 
country that a battle will be fought 
in this State, not for the petty Intcr- 
esta of party nor for the gains of oi- 
fice, but for national honesty^ faith 
and prosperity.”

Only the man who could find, and 
use, in his luesacges to Congress such 
expresaiona as "innocuous desue- 
tude," "rommunism of pelf" and 
"jealous rivalry of selfish distrnat" 
could have been able to find the man 
OIney to be Attorney General. It 
has never been clear how Cleveland 
found Gluey, only in the light of his 
ability to find the expression just 
quoted from each of three several mes- 
sages to Congress. Alter finding 
him, however, it becomes a greater 
mystery why he should have used 
him, analogy in the direction just 
urged ceasing entirely. I never heard 
of him until he was appointed to the 
Cabinet. Nothing strange about that 
however as there are some eminent 
men in this country, no do'ubt, of 
whom I have not heard, but as far as 
I have been able to learn not a man 
in Kentucky, had ever heard of him 
before he was made Attorney Gener- 
al. Cleveland’s whole Cabinet, at 
the beginning, was rather a bric a. 
brae construction of an affair, and he 
has endeavored to maintain the char 
acter in the changes since made nec- 
essary by resignation, death and pro- 
motion. 

To handle an expression, often 
made use of by Mr. Watterson, to ex- 
press an elegant and refiued idea, Mr. 
Otney is a daisy. He thinks his 
blood a little bluer than tbe bluest 
blood which couxses through the veins 
of the bluest blooded. He is very 
exclusive and altogether unapproach- 
able. Haughty and arrogant in his 
manner, nature cre.ited him a bank- 
rupt in all characteristics which usu- 
ally attract men to ones sell or enti- 
title one to their respect and esteem . 
As Attorney General he bas not shown 
tbatdistinguishedability.wbich some- 
times serve as a recompense for defi- 
ciencies in other directions, in many 
public men. 

He cornea from that section, never- 
theless, where lawyers are not only 
made to measure, but born such, and 
where law night and day is kept on 
top, and if he is endowed with the re- 
quisite qualifications for a Cabinet 
position At sll, the office he has just 
vacated to step into the intricate one 
ot diplomacy, was the place lor him. 

The country will await with much 
interest the develoiiment of tbe for- 
eign policy to be pursued by Mr. ON 
ney, with but little hope for its bet- 
tenuent. He possesses many of their 
characteristics of the haughtiest Eng- 
lish Arriatocracy, and seems to be 
very far removed from any touch with 
that which is distinctively American. 

Judging from the man’s own make 
up and leading traits ol character, we 
feel justified in believing Mr. Cleve- 
land could not have found a man who 
will carry out hia own *nn-American 
ideas in our foreign policy aa will Mr. 
OIney. 

Poor Gresham made us a laughing 
stock of tbe world to satisfy his ha- 
tred lor Harrison. Under other cir- 
cumstances General Gresham would 
have acted diflerently, unfortunately 
lor hia fame he was not great enough 
to rise above personal pique. Tbe 
littleness which exists in great men 
aa it does in common mortals, often 
impairs their greatness. What Gen. 
Gresham did as a matter of private 
revenge, Mr. OIney will, I think, do 
through choice and will thus carry 
out the wishes of hia Chief, with 
which Gresham would havecoofiicted 
but lor the reason named. 

We are informed by ike Press dis- 
patches that Judge Judsou Harmon 
does not expect to sever his connec- 
tion with tbe law firm of Harmon, 
Colston, Goldsmith and Headley, a 
firm of large corporation lawyers, 
doubtless supposing bis new position 
aa it is true will enable him to render 
more efficient aervicea to large cor- 
porations. We are told however that 
he ia a popular citizen, something 
that could not be said ot OIney, and 
much admired by Mr. Catllale, whose 
home as we all know ia in South 
Cincinnati that beautiful little auh- 
urb of the Uueen City. Ordinarily 
Mr. Carlisle's opinion ol tbe ability 
ol a lawyer, with whom he U well 
acquainted, would go far towards ct- 
tabliahing him a splendid reputa- 
tion, but ol late he changes his opin- 
ions to suit circumstances and aur- 
roundings, with such facility, that 
many well meaning people do not 
look upon him as to much of an ora- 
cle aa formerly. 

Before cl Miug this communication 
I thought to add a few words about 
our State convention but I feci it was 
too big a thing lor me to tackle. The 
Democrats ol Kentucky, never in the 
fulness of their time, bad so large 
a convention os tbe Republicans 
assembled in Imulaville Irst week. Tbe 
ticket is a magnificent one and the 
Republicans can well rejoice over 
their elections, Ibe platform, and 
above all the perfect unity and har- 
mony that cbatacteiizcd the conveu- 
tioD through out its long sittings,

The death ol Secretary Gresham 



Imposes upon President Cleveland n 
responsibility to which the country 
leers be may not be e<iual. It ia hia 
duly to select an American Secretary 
ol State; not a tool of British di|ilu- 
matiata, nut an instiniiient of Rus- 
tian or German or French Govern- 
ments, but an American. The I’re.s- 
fdcnt'a faculty of selecting capable 
men for some other duties ia njt here 
in question. But there is, unhappily, 
little to show that he can choose a 
man worthy to have charge of the 
foreign relations of this Republic. 
The President himself, ft must be ad- 
mitte>l with regret, has not seemed 
to care for American aa oppoed to 
liritish interests, and hia selection of 
men to represent the nation in its lor 
eigii rel-itions has been peculiarly un- 
happy. 

Mr. Gresham had ju it one qualifica- 
tion for Secretary ol State; he was in- 
tensely hostile to President Harrison, 
and willing even to tarnish the rec- 
onl of the Unitctl States In onNr to 
cast a slur upon the precedingAdmin- 
istration. It was to be expecteri that 
bitter personal feeling would affect 
•Mr. Gresham's judgment, and it is 
the most charitable and kindly ex- 
plauAtion of his acts to suppose that 
In many rases it did. The country 
does not wish to assume that the acts 
of the Department have been in all 
respects such as President Cleveland 
would have authorized had bis trusted 
Secretary in charge of that depart- 
ment been a man of different temper. 

President Cleveland must be aware 
that the conduct of his Adrainistr.i- 
tion in foreign affairs has made him 
more enemies than anything else. 
Even hia best friends have found it 
bard to apologize for the Hawaiian 
scandal, the Nicaragua weakness, 
and other failings which have kin- 
dled tbe indignation of American 
citizens without distinction of party, 
if the tariff controversy the President 
had the hearty approval ol a large 
majority of his political suppaiters. 
In the silver controversy he has 
I made s host of bitter enemies among 
his political anpporters, but has re- 
peatedly called forth tbe hearty ap- 
proval of those opposed to bis party. 
If he were now able so far' to recon • * 
struct the policy of his Admiaistra I 
tion on lorign affairs, before Iiia term I 
ol office expires, as to command the ■ 
hearty approbation of Americana he 
would be immeasurably stronger in 
other matters and would go out of of- 
fice incalculably more regard fioiu | 
hia countrymen. For they can iiiHl.e j 
allowance for 'difference of ojiinion 
about p'litical or partiun issues, but | 
they find it exceedingly hard to have 
patience with an American Adrainia- | 
tration which does not seem to care 
anything for American interests or 
American honor. | 

There are distinguished Democrats 
who would give a different tone to 
the Administration if asked to take | 
charge of foreign aSairs. It ia not 1 
necessary lor tbe Peeaident to go be- 1 
yond tbe circle of his prominent sup- 
porters and close friend to God aon.e ' 
who are fully competent for that [ 
high trust, and at tbe same time are : 
thoroughly American in spirit. If , 
they have criticised the President's 
course in the past with much frank- 
ness and at times great regret, there 
is the more reason for giving them 
an opportunity to show how a high 
position can be worthily filled. Po- 
litical opponents do not desire to see 
’^e President go beyond the lines ol 
hii own party in the selection ol a 
Cabinet officer, aa in fact he did in se- 
lecting Mr. Gresham, but they do 
hope that he will have the grace to 
choose a Democrat who it at tbe 
same lime an American. — [New York 
Tribune.

Alexander Hamilton, the greaU 
est financier and statesman this coun- 
try ever produced, in speaking of 
the money question used these mem- 
orable words; 

"There is scarcely any point in the 
economy of National afibirs of greater 
moment than the uniform preaerva- 
tion ol the intrinsic value of the mon- 
ey unit. On this the security 
and steady value of property essen- 
tially depends.” 

What was true in the infancy ol 
the Republic is true to-day. 

The Hon. Henry R Gibson, of 
Tennessee, says in a recent issue of 
the American Eeonomint regarding a 
Protective Tariff:

In bis Bowling speech Secretary 
Carlisle made these five points, which 
HO far the Silverites have failed to re- 
fute: 

First — There is not a free coinage 
country in the world to-day that is 
not on a silver basis. 

Second — There is not a gold stand- 
ard country in the world to-day that 
does not use silver as money along 
with gold. , 

Third — There is not a silver stand- 
ard country in the world to-day that 
uses any gold aa money along with 
silver. 

Fourth — There is not a silver stand- 
ard country in the world to-day that 
has mote than one-third as much 
money in circulation per capita as 
the United States have; and 

Filth — There is not a silver stand- 
ard country in the world to-day where 
the laboring man receives fair pay 
for his day's work. 

The Free Silverplauk in the State 
Democratic platform of 1891 u as 
follows: 

"Recognizing the fact that the 
United States is the greatest silver 
producing country in the world, and 
that both gold and silver were equal- 
ly the money of the constitution from 
I he beginning of the Republic until 
the hostile and fraudulent legislation 
uf the Republican party against free 
silver, which uuduly contracted the 
circulating medium of the country, 
and feeling that the great interest of 
the people demand more money for 
use in the channels of trade and com- 
merce, we tender our gratitude to the 
Democrats in the last Congress for 
their almost unanimous vote in both 
bouses in favor of the free coinage ol 
silver, and demand its restoration to 
the position of equality before the 
law given it by our forcfatheis." 

What will they say on the 26tb? 
Will the party stick to this doufrinu 
and insure defeat or turn a somer- 
salt and admit the corrections of Re- 
publican principles? Surely these 
are the days when it tries mcu’stnuls 
to be a Democrat.

Lkoanon Kv., June 10, 1895. 

Only the man who could find, and 
nse, in his mcssr.ges to Congress such 
expressions as "innocuous desue- 
tude," "communism of pell" and 
"jealous rivalry of selfish distrust" 
could have been able to find the man 
Olney to be Attorney General. It 
has never been clear how Cleveland 
found Olney, only in the light of his 
ability to find the expression just 
quoted from each of three several mes- 
sages to Congress. Alter finding 
him, however, it becomes a greater 
mystery why he should have used 
him, analogy in the direction jiisf 
urged ceasing entirely. I never heard 
of him until he was appointed to the 
Cabinet. Nothing strange about that 
however os there are some eminent 
men in this country, no doubt, of 
whom I have not heard, but as far as 
I have been able to learn not a man 
in Kentucky had ever beard of him 
before he was made Attorney Gener- 
al. Cleveland’s whole Cabinet, at 
the beginning, was rather a bric-a- 
brac construction of an affair, and he 
has endeavored to maintain the char 
acter in the changes since made nec- 
essary by resignation, death and pro- 
motion. 

To handle an expreasion, often 
made use of by Mr. Watterson, to ex- 
press an elegant and refined idea, Mr. 
Olney is a daisy. He thinks his 
blood a little bluer than the bluest 
blood which coursesthrough the veins 
of the bluest blooded. He is very 
exclusive and altoget’ner unapproach- 
able. Haughty and arrogant in his 
manner, nature created him a bank- 
rupt in all characteristics which usu- 
ally attract men to ones sellorenti- 
title one to their respect and esteem . 
As Attorney General he has not shown 
tbatdistingnished ability, which some- 
times serve as a recompense for defi- 
ciencies in other directions, in many 
public men. 

He comes from that section, ne%'er- 
theless, where lawyers are not only 
matle to measure, but born such, and 
where law night and day is kept on 
top, and if he is endowed with the re- 
quisite qualifications for a Cabinet 
position at all, the office he has just 
vacated to step Into the intricate one 
oil diplomacy, was the place for him. 

The country will await with much 
interest the develotiment of the for- 
eign policy to be pursued by 51r. ON 
ney, with but little hope for its bet- 
terment, He possesses many of their 
characteristics of the haughtiest Eng- 
lish Arristocmey, and seems to be 
very far removed from any touch with 
that which ia distinctively American. 

Judging from the man’s own make 
up and leading traits ol character, we 
feel justified in believing Mr. Cleve- 
land could not have tound a man who 
will carry ont his own *un -American 
ideas in our foreign policy as will Mr. 
Olney. 

Poor Gresham made us a laughing 
stock ol the world to satisfj' his ha- 
tred for Harrison. Under other cir- 
cumstances General Gresham would 
have acted diflerently, unfortunately 
for his fame he was not great enough 
to rise above personal pique. The 
littleness which exists in great men 
as it does in common mortals, often 
impairs their greatnes.s. What Gen. 
Gresham did as a matter of private 
revenge, Mr. Olney will, I think, do 
through choice and will thus carry 
out the wishes of his Chief, with 
which Gresham would haveconfiicted 
but tor the reason named. 

We are informed by the Press dis- 
patches that Judge Judson Harmon 
docs not expect to sever his connec- 
tion with the law firm of Harmon, 
Colston, Goldsmith and Headley, a 
firm of large corporation lawyers, 
doubtless supposing his new position 
as it is true will enable him to render 
more efficient services to large cor- 
porations. We are told however that 
he is a popular citizen, something 
that could not be said ol Olney, and 
much admired by Mr. Carlisle, whose 
home as we all know is in South 
Cincinnati that beautiful little sub- 
urb of the Uueen City. Ordinarily 
Mr. Carlisle’s opinion ot the ability 
ot a lawyer, with whom he ia well 
acquainted, would go far towards es- 
tablishing him a splendid reputa- 
tion, but ol late he changes his opin- 
ions to suit circumstances and sur- 
roundings, with such facility, that 
many well meaning people do not 
look upon him os so much of an ora- 
cle as formerly. 

Before cl ising this communication 
I thought to add a few words about 
our State convention but I feel it woa 
too big a thing lor me to tackle. The 
Democrats ol Kentucky, never in the 
fulness ol their time, hod so large 
a convention os the Republicans 
assembled in I.ouisville list week. The 
ticket is a magnificent one and the 
Republicans can well rejoice over 
their elections, the platform, and 
above all the perfect unity and har- 
mony that chaiacterized the conven-

The death ot Secretary Gresham 



imposes upon President Cleveland a 
responsibility to which the c»<nntry 
fears he may not be equal. It is his 
duty to select an American Secretary 
ol State; not a tool of British diplo- 
matists, not an Instrument of Rus- 
sian or German or French Govern- 
ments, but an American. The Pres- 
ident’s faculty of selecting capable 
men for some other duties is n jt here 
in question. Rut there is, unhappily, 
little to show that he can choose a 
man worthy to have charge of the 
fr eign relations of this Republic. 
The President himself, it must be ad- 
mitted with regret, has not seemed 
to care for American os oppoeil to 
Rritish interests, and his selection of 
men to represent the nation in its lor 
eign relations has been peculiarly un- 
happy. 

Mr. Gresham had ju it one qualifica- 
tion for Secretary ol State; he was in- 
tensely hostile to President Harrison, 
and willing even to tarnish the rec- 
onl of the Uniterl States in onl?r to 
cast a slur U|x)ii the precedingAdmin- 
istration. It was to be expected that 
bitter personal feeling would affect 
Mr. Gresham’s judgment, and it is 
the most charitable and kindly ex- 
planation of his acts to suppose that 
in many rases it did. The country 
does not wish to assume that the acts 
of the Department have been in all 
respects such os President Cleveland 
would have authorized had bis trusted 
Secretary in charge of that depart- 
ment been a man of different temper. 

President Cleveland must be aware 
that the conduct of his Administri- 
tion in foreign affairs has made him 
mote enemies than anything else. 
Even his best friends have found it 
hard to apologize for the Hawaiian 
scandal, the Nicaragua weakness, 
and other failings which have kin- 
dled the indignation of American 
citizens without distinction of party. 
If the tariff controversy the President 
had the hearty ap|>rovaI ol a targe 
majority of his political snppoiters. 
In the ailver controversy be has 
J made a host of bitter enemies itmong 
his political supporters, but has re- 
peatedly called forth the hearty ap- 
proval of those opposed to his party. 
It he were now able so far to recon • 
struct the policy of his Admisistra 
tion on lorign affairs, before his term 
ol office expires, os to command the 
hearty approbation of Americans he 
would be immeasurably stronger in 
other matters and would go out of of- 
fice incalculably more regard from 
his countrymen. For they can male 
allowance for difference of opinion 
about political or partisan issues, but 
they find it exceedingly hard to have 
patience with an American Adminis- 
tration which does not seem to care 
anything for American interests or 
American honor. 

There are distinguished Democrats 
who would give a different tone to 
the Administration if asked to take 
charge of foreign afiairs. It ia not 
necessary lor the Pcesident to go be- 
yond the circle ol his prcmiinent sup- 
porters and close friend to find some 
who are fully competent for that 
high trust, and at the same time are 
thoroughly American in spirit. If 
they have criticised the President’s 
course in the past with much frank- 
ness and at times great regret, there 
is the more reason for giving them 
an opportunity to show how a. high 
position can he worthily filled. Po- j 
litical opponents do not desire to see 
the President go beyond the lines ol 
his own party in the selection ol a 
Cabinet officer, os in fact he did in se- 
lecting Mr. Gresham, but they do 
hope that he will have the grace to 
choose a Democrat who is at the 
same time an American. — [New York 
Tribnne.

He was of Puritan 
extraction and a natural bom med- 
dler. ' Going out to Missouri, he 
lonnd the "Institution” of slavery — 
which, by the way, waa instituted In 
tbia country by the people oi New 
England, and which would be an in- 
stitution now if slavery had proven 
as profitable in Massachusetts as it 
waa in Miasisaippi — be found the in- 
stitution and so he began to meddle 
with it. He was run out of the State 
and he landed at Alton, when be es- 
tablished an abolition newspaper. 
At that tfme there were stavea in Ill- 
inois and Illinois was os strongly 
pro slavery aa Georgia. Lovejoy 
soon provoked antagonisms, for be 
was an inveterate agitator, and the 
result waa tbat Lovejoy was assassi- 
nated. That made him a martyr to 
all intents and purposes, ilia blood 
made a thousand other I/>vejoys — 
men who would never have thought 
shout slavery if Lovejoy had not 
been the victim of that mob’a passion. 
It attuned the eloquence of his broth- 
er, Owen I,ovejoy, the ablest and the 
most brilliant of all Lincoln’s lieuten- 
ants snd the Wendell Phillips of the 
West U made Illinois an anti-slav- 
ery State. It was one of the econo- 
mics of natnre that the generation of 
that day could not understand but 
which is an open book to the genera- 
oi this day. Audio he played bis 
part.— [LouiaviUt Times, Monday 
Evening, June 10.

Yesterday waa the anniversary of 
the "martyrdom" of Elijah P. l/)ve- 
joa, who was lynched by a mob at Al- 
ton, III., in 1 837,btcause of bis aboli- 
tion principles. He waa of Puritan 
extraction and a natural born med- 
dler. * Going out to Missouri, he 
found the "Institution” of slavery — 
which, by the way, was instituted in 
this country by the people of New 
England, and which would be an in- 
stitution now if slavery had proven 
OS profitable in Mafiaachusetta as it 
was in Mlaaiaaippl — he lound the in- 
stitution and so he began to meddle 
with it. He waa run out of the Ste.te 
and be landed at Alton, when he ea- 
tablished an abolition newspaper. 
At that tfme there were slaves in Ill- 
inois and Illinois was as strongly 
pro slavery aa Georgia. Lovejoy 
soon provoked antagonisms, for be' 
was an inveterate agitator, and the 
reault waa that Lovejoy waa asaaasi* 
nated.
